That much of the sentence im- 
posed on him by the general court- 
martial which found him guilty of 
violation of the ninety-sixth article 
of war was approved by President 
Coolidge late yesterday afternoon. 

The President followed _ the 
recommendations of Secretary of 
War Davis, who accepted the sug- 
gestion of the board of review of 
the judge advocate department, 
where the modification originated. 
The President modified the 
forfeiture of all pay and allow- 
ances, which was added by the 
court to make the sentence more 
severe, to provide that hereafter 
the colonel may draw all of his 
allowances and one-half of his base 
pay or, all told, $397.65 monthly. 
His extra pay as a flying officer, 
which was conferred on him by 
act of Congress and amounted to 
75 per cent of his base pay, is 
forfeited during the time of his 
suspension. 


Quick Work By Coolidge. 


Action by the President was pre- 
cCipitate. The record in the case 
was conveyed to the executive by 
Secretary Davis yesterday morning. 
At 5:17 yesterday afternoon the 
decision was announced from the 
Executive offices. 

Col. Mitchell refused to com- 
ment personally on the case until 
he had an opportunity to examine 
the record, His chief counsel, 
Representative Frank Reid, of Illi- 
nois, issued a bitter statement with 
the ecolonel’s a pproval in which he 
assailed e action by the Presi- 

‘un-American.’’ Reid said

The announcement of the Presi- 
dent’s action was as follows: 

“The President has made his de- 
cision in the case of Col. William 
Mitchell. Modifying the decision of 
the court-martial as to pay and al- 
lowances, increasing slightly the 
recommendations of the judge ad- 
vocate general, but following com- 
pletely the recommendations of the 
Secretary of War, so that hereafter 
during the pleasure of the Presi- 
dent, Col. Mitchell will be entitled 
to all his allowance and one-half of 
the monthly pay which he would 
draw while not actually engaged in 
fiving, making a total of $397.67 
per month, or about $4.760 per 
year. The full statement of the 
President is as follows: 


Action Taken Stated. 


“‘In the foregoing case of Col. 
William Mitchell, air service, the 
following action is hereby taken: 

‘“*A duly constituted court-mar- 
tial has determined that the accused 
has been guilty of highly censurable 
conduct. The country has every 
reason to expect that its officers, 
especially those who hold positions

“The court-martial has found that 
on September 3, 1925, the naval 
airship Shenandoah was destroyed 
in a storm and that destruction in- 
volved the loss of fourteen persons 
of her crew. Two days later, and 
at a time when the naval airplane 
PN-9 was supposed to be lost and 
all members of her crew drowned,

The drought in Texas made it im- 
possible for the contractor to fur- 
nish hay for army horses and mules,

| the wind and rain was responsible 
for holding up work on a steel tank 


and trestle at Fort Stevens, Oreg. 

In the first case, Mr. McCarl held 
that “‘while it may be that the 
shortage of prairie hay in the par- 
ticular locality was due to an un- 
usual drought condition, it is not 
shown that the contractor could 
not have procured the same quality 
of hay elsewhere.”’ In disregarding 
the “act of God’’ excuse, the comp- 
troller general curtailed the charge 
assessed against the contractor, H. 
L. Roberts & Co. from a previous 
sum of $852.20 to $73 

The Pacific Machine & Black- 
smith Co., Inc., was assessed $100 
damages because they took ten days 
longer to complete the work on a 
steel tank than stipulated in the 
contract. In overruling this con- 
tractor’s ‘‘act of God’”’ defense for 
not completing the work in the re- 
quired time, the comptroller gen- 
eral’s decision read in part: ‘‘The 
contractor’s base of operations is in 
the locality of Fort Stevens, the 
place where the work was per- 
formed, and it knew or should have 
known of the treacherous and 
fluctating character of weather con- 
ditions’ prevailing in that section. 
With this knowledge of. weather 
conditions, it was the duty-ofi the 
contracting company, as prudent 
and careful contractors, to order 
and prosecute the work in anticipa- 
tion of the very contingency that 
happened.”’

MOSES RESERVATION 


Decision to Stem Debate | 
Puts Many Senators in 
Doubtful Position.

As expected, the cloture rule was 
clapped on the world court debate 
shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday, 
and it now looks as if ratification 
of the protocol, with the new Swan- 
son reservations, would come before 
the end of the week. 

An immediate campaign to get 
the nation out of the court, even be- 
fore the signatory powers permit it 
to get in, was indicated by the court 
opponents. Meanwhile, interest cen- 
ters on the fight over further reser- 
vations, particularly Senator Borah’s 
reservation protecting the United 
States against Great Britain’s seven 
votes to America’s one in the elec- 
tion of court judges. Fully satisfied 
with the situation, the court oppo- 
nents now desire to see how many 
administration senators and Demo- 
crats are ready to go on record as 
favoring a seven to one preponder- 
ance of British voting strength over 
the United States. 


court opponents say this was intro- 
duced to protect the millions of 
peace advocates who have been 
clamoring for the court on the as- 
sumption that it meant peace and 
discouraged war. 


Four Minutes for Opponents. 


The cloture vote came after a 
hectic hour which served to arouse 
still further the court opponents 
against what they term the oppres- 
sive and unfair methods of the 
administration-Democratic alliance 
backing the protocol. 

With but an hour remaining for 
arguments for and against cloture, 
Senator Robinson, the minority 
leader, got the floor and apparently 
intended to consume the entire 
hour with arguments for his side, 
thereby closing out all opportunity 
for the opposition. After he had 
spoken 54 minutes, Senator Hiram 
Johnson rose and pointing to the 
Senate clock, said dramatically: 

“I appeal to the senator in 
spirit of fairness to give me six 
minutes by the clock to reply.’ 

Senator Robinson said he would 
yield, but he continued to talk. And 


when Johnson finally got the floor | 


and began his four-minute appeal, 
Senator Swanson 
and took part of his remaining 
time with a speech of his own. 
Thus the indignation of the court 
opponents was close to the burning 
point when 1 o’clock came and the 
cCloture vote automatically began.

Marshall, who is married and the 
father of a 12-year-old girl, said 
that Miss Dietrich had tried to 
obtainf money from him under 
threats of exposing his double life 
to his wife.

There, parts of the latest confes- 
sion as given out by the police, said, 
she repeated her demands for money 
in the women’s retiring room. Seiz- 
ing her by the throat, he strangled 
her, he went on, until she dropped 
unconscious to the floor, He then 
carried the body into another room, 
placed it on the operating table and 
went to his home. He returned the 
next day, dismembered the body by 
cutting off the head and legs and 
took the parts in his motor car to 
the outskirts of the city, where they 
were found the next day.

New York, Jan. 26 (By A. P.).— 
Tragedy and science shared the air 
again tonight. 

While the curt language of dots 
and dashes told of the death of two 
men in the raging Atlantic in a 
futile rescue effort and of the 
Plight of sinking ships, music 
broadcast in the third international 
broadcasting tests sang above the 
stories of disaster. Although broad- 
cast stations in the east were silent 
during the several hours it took to 
locate the ship which started send- 
ing SOS calls at 7 o’clock, stations 
operating elsewhere in the country 
proceeded as usual, since they did 
not interfere with the efforts to 
find the distressed ship. ; 

Not until 10:45 p. m. were the 
name of the ship and her position 
determined, Then it was learned 
she was the British steamer Lari- 
Stan, wallowing in menacing seas 
with her bulkheads stove in, while 
the German steamer Bremen raced 
to her side. 

At the same time the liner Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was standing by the 
sinking British steamer Antinoe, 
which she picked up Sunday. 

Norfolk Hears Another Call. 


Reports also came from Norfolk, 
Va., that a ship believed to be the 
Corvus, en route from Portland, 
Ore., to New York, was in distress 
off Martinique, 

Elsewhere in the Atlantic ten 
liners fought to gain port and two 
others reached New York tonight. 
A message from the United States 
liner Leviathan to The Associated 
Press tonight reported ‘‘all well and 
happy. No accidents.’’ 

In the interim of locating the 
Laristan, stations in the middle 
West, Canada, Mexico and Cuba 
were flooding the air with music, 
and listeners in the Eastern States 
had reported scattered reception 
of the programs. In the middle 
West first reports were that atmos- 
pheric conditions had _ interfered 
with foreign programs. 

Similar to Night Before. 


Tonight’s record death and 
mishaps to the broadcasting test 
was almost an exact duplication of 
that of last night, when the test 
opened. The Norweglan freighter 
Solvang sank last night after col- 
liding with the tanker Vacuum and 
one life was lost. This tragedy 
caused seaboard stations in the 
United States to lose three-quarters 
of their hour. 

Two of the passenger liners made 
port in safety late tonight. The 
Mount Royal, arriving in New York 
from Liverpool, and the Zeeland at 
Halifax to land passengers for 
Canada. The latter, however, turned 
about to again hold her nose to the 
seas for the run down.the coast for 
New York, her ultimate destination, 

The message sent’ by Capt, 
George Fried, of the President 
Roosevelt, said that the storm con- 
tinued today with unabated fury, 
making rescue almost impossible, 
Several small boats were Jaunched 
by the liner, but they were bat- 
tered against the sides by huge 
waves, and could not reach the 
Antinoe. 

Not Totally Disabled,

ELORIDA’S FREIGHT CONGESTION, 

The car service division of the Ameri@an 
Railway association believes that it has devised 
a plan for the solution of the freight problem 
in Florida, and that from this time forward it 
will be possible to handle the supplies which 
have glutted every terminal for the, last six 
months. 

Not even in the days of wild excitement in 
the oil fields of Pennsylvania, and later in Okla- 
homa; has the glut of incoming freight caused 
such confusion and business distress as’ that 
experienced by the people of Florida since the 
wonderful building boom started in that State. 
This tremendous increase in business in Florida 
was anticipated to some extent by the railroads 
entering the State, but it was found impossible 
to provide for the rapidly increasing volume of 
freight business. 

So exceptional has this growth of business 
become that all guiding precedents were found 
io be utterly inadequate to meet the condi- 
tions which foreed themselves upon the rail- 
‘roads, the shippers,. and the receivers of 
freights.

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TAXING CORPORATIONS. 

The present tax law not only imposes a tax 
on net incomes of corporations but upon their 
capital stock—$1 for each $1,000 above $5,000. 
The number of corporations filing income-tax 
returns in 1923 was 398,933, of which 233,339 
reported net income amounting to $8,321,5 29,- 
134 and income tax of $937,106.798. This was 
an increase of about $1,500,000,000 in net in- 
come and an increase of about $15,000,000 in 
the tax over 1922. 

Of this large number of corporations, 165,- 
594 reported no net income at all; rather defi- 
cits amounting to more than $2,000,000,000. 
Of the number reporting deficits or losses in 
1923, 72 per cent of all reporting were mining 
and quarrying corporations, 58 per cent agri- 
cultural and related industries, and 36 per 
cent manufacturing. 


Of the some 253,000 corporations reporting 
a net income gain, 41 per cent were agricul- 
tural and related industries and 63 per cent 
manufacturing. 

The greatest percentage of losses was in the 
manufacturing industries, amounting to $701,- 
000,000. Net deficits or losses in agricultural 
and related industries were only about $49,- 
930,000. 

The corporation tax of $1 for each $1,000 
above $5,000 capital amounts to about $60,- 
000,000. Corporations in twelve States pay 
all of this tax, with New York State lead- 
ing and paying about one-third of the total. 
Pennsylvania and Illinois pay another third.

capital stock tax will relieve a great many cor- 
porations, whether their capital stock is large 
or small. The many corporations making no 
profit at all have been compelled to pay the 
capital stock tax just the same. In other 
words, to*the more than 40 per cent of the cor- 
porations of the country that conduct their 
business with no net profit at all, or at a loss, 
it is readily seen that repeal of this capital 
stock tax will bring relief. 

The proposed small increase in the income 
tax on corporations will be borne largely by 
those which have net incomes large enough to 
stand the increase. The relief will come sub- 
stantially on the smaller corporations. 

The corporation or capital stock tax is not 
based on the extent of business or the ability 
to pay a tax. It is just as possible. for a corpo- 
ration with $50,000 capital to do a_ business 
of $10,000,000 as one with $500,000 capital. 
The amount of capital stock is no criterion for 
the imposition of a tax. 

There is no good reason why, in an income 
tax law, corporations should be treated differ- 
ently from individuals. Net income should be 
the fixed basis. 

The corporation capital stoek tax evidently 
is based on that intangible thing called anti- 
corporation sentiment. Is it not time for the 
public and Congress to get away from this no- 
tion and treat capital invested in corporations 
exactly the same as cxupital invested in private 
business enterprises?

20,000 Turkish Women 
Work in Industries 


Constantinople, Jan. 25 (By A. 
P.).—There was not one Turkish 
woman among the industrial work- 
ers of this city four years ago, but 
now there are more than 20,000. A 
Turkish tobacco concern, the Dou- 
han Society, inaugurated women 
into industry when it opened a fac- 
tory in 1921 with an emplorment of 
$50 Turkish girls. 

Turkish women have proved so 
adept at the sorting and grading 
of tobacco leaves that now this so- 
clety employs 6,000 women. Other 
companies have sprung up and in- 
creased female employment. Com- 
fort and health of the workers has 
been insured. 


‘HOW 


HOW SCHOOL CHILDREN LIVE. 
6ETIIATING between meals seem- 
E ed to be a besetting sin; 971 

: children acknowledged this. 
Ten or fifteen cents’ worth of candy 
a day and coffee should not be in- 
cluded in the diet of an undernour- 
ished child to the exclusion of milk 
and cereals.” This quotation is 
taken from the report of Dr. Clara 
Jacobson on the pupils of the Scan- 
lon school. 

After making a close study of the 
school building and all that was in 
it, including the human inhabitants, 
Dr. Jacobson investigated the home 
habits of the children. The report 
on eating habits showed that most 
of the children ate three meals a 
day, but many of them ate between 
meals. Many had a poor breakfast 
and others had poorly balanced 
meals. 


A breakfast consisting of toast, 
bread or cake and coffee was re- 
garded as an inadequate meal. It 
was found that in a great many 
homes breakfast was eaten in five to 
ten minutes on the average. A 
breakfast that could be eaten in five 
or ten minutes was reasonably cer- 
tain to be inadequate in quantity 
and quality. A meal very rapidly 
eaten is apt to be poorly chewed 
and improperly mixed with saliva. 

This report showed that more 
than one-half the children in this 
grade drank one or more cups of 
coffee a day. Two-thirds of the 
number took only one cup a day, 
while 26, or less than 4 per cent, of 
those taking coffee reported drink- 
ing four cups a day. The size of 
the cup and the strength of the 
beverage was not given. Ninety 
per cent of the children drank milk 
and about one-fourth drank milk at 
school as well as at home. 

There are few schoois that could 
equal that record. Plainly, milk is 
in very good standing among the 
patrons of the Scanlon school. 


As to fruits, vegetables and ce- 
reals, the report shows that the 
children of Italian parentage use 
them freely. The Italian, in both 
this country and Italy, is fond of 
fruits and vegetable salads. There 
are those who say that the low con- 
sumption rate of the Italians is due 
to their custom of eating vegetables 
and oils in combination. 

More than 80 per cent of the chil- 
dren in this school are in bed before 
9 o’elock, 40 per cent of them get 
10 hours’ sleep, and 37.5 per cent, 
11 hours’ sleep. More than 80 per 
cent get 10 or more hours’ sleep 
nightly. 


The great majority of these chil- 
dren reported that they slept in 
rooms the windows of which were 
raised. But just what they meant 
by that was not certain. The re- 
plies to this question were received 
in April.

'work in the development of a tail- 
less breed of sheep under the direc- 
tion of Prof. James W. Wilson, di- 
rector of the South Dakota experi- 
ment station at State college, is be- 
ginning to show results.
